Uf dear Congroeastan Manacooi 

I have dlcoussed with Admiral EiUenkoetter the alter- 
native provlaions regarding the poaition of Direotor of Centrcl 
Intelligence as contemplated in the unification bill. 

It i® felt that the first proposal, which provides only 
for a olvlliaa Direotor, would be unfortunate, for reasons set 
forth below. 

The second altemative provide® that the first Director 
may be appointed from the armed scrvloes, but that subsequent 
Directors shall be appointed from civilian life. As in the first 
proposal, this appears to place an unfortunate restriction upon 
the Presidential powers of appointment. The President should be 
allowed to exercise ills discretion in appointing the best available 
Director, either from civilian or military life, depending upon the 
qualifications of personnel available at “Uie time of ap^>ointiinent. 
The necessity of Senate oonfinpLction of the Direotor would 
eliminate the possibility of a poor selection) and the Senate in 
its discretion would probably reject apiaointees from the armed 
services if they were eontlnually rotated for short tours of duty. 

If at some time in the future, we were plunged into another war, 
the most quflifiod appointee might well bo a reserve officer who 
had entered on active duty from civlliaa life. The proposed res- 
trlotlon would prevent his appointment by the president. Such a 
limitation would have prevented the appointment of "Uie Director of 
the Office of Strategic Services during the past war. 

Tile third alternative provide© that the first Director may 
be appointed from civilian or military life, but makes no provision 
for the appointment of my subsequent Director, If this altemative 
is adopted, tbis defect should be corrected.

In addition to the above proposals, it Ai£(ht be deeasd 
advisable to Inelude a paragraph containing substantially the same 
language as that used in Private i*aw 3 of the 80th C<aigres 0 , (author- 
ising the ap|:Motntmsnt of tiajor General haurenee S« Kuter to the 
Interiai Ctouneil of the provisional Intemationel Civil Aviation 
Organisation), or Private 428 of the 79th Congress, (authorising 
the eppointneut of lieutenant General Walter B, Suith as Ambassador 
to the CUion of Soviet Sooialist fispubllos) , whioh would read 
substantially as follows t 

* »;^rpyi4fd fi^rthiffl that,' in the performanoe of his duties' 
as Dlreotarof^^^ suoh appointee shall’ be sub- 

jest to no supervision, oontrol, restrietion, or prohibition (armed 
sarvioes or otherwise) , other than would be operative with respect 
to him if he were in no way eomeoted with the national loilitary 
establishiient or any component thereof «* 


In addition, should the Bireotor die in office, it would 
appear to be desirable to include a proviso providing the family 
of the Birector, if appointed from l^e amed services, with the 
benefits Which would noinsally aoorue to such officsr, had he re- 
mained in the armed servioes*

gested draft incorporating the features outlinsd above*

If a Director be api>ointed 
from the irmed Services, he ehail, upon either reaoviiQ. from or 
rellnqiilshsimt of such office of Director, be restored to any 
statue, office, rank, or grade he may oam;gy or hold in the 
armed services, and shall receive any eaoluiaent, perquisite, 
right, privilege, or benefit incident to or arising out of 
any such status, office, rank, or grade ehioh he would otherwise 
be entltledi||| or woxtld be entitled to receive had he remained 
in the Service laetead of accepting the office of Director and 
acting as suohj 

ProMded. further, that, in the event of the death of the 
Director, so appointed from the 'Armed Serrieee, while serving in 
such position, his depmlents shall be entitled to such compensation 
and benefits as they would have been entitled to had such Director 
maintained his status in the Armed Servicea| and 

^rovldM* .fvtrther, that, in the performaoe of his duties 
as Director of Oentral Intelligence, such appointee shall be sub- 
Jeot to no suporvisiott, control, restriction, or prohibition, 

(armed servioes or otherwise), other than wo Id be operative with 
reepect to him if bo were la no way ooaaooted with tiie national 
military eetabllahmant or any component thereof. 
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
